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6. (Currently Amended) The putterhead of Claim 1 wherein that portion of said 
shaft conn e cting meano or b e nt shaft cootion connection or the bottom portion of 
the-dub a straight or bent gojf shaft connecting to it or both said putterhead. 
which are js not over a golf ball contacting the intended strikepoint, are is 
finished or colored dull green or another dark or non-reflective color such that 
sajd-fcesefor shaft sections are less visible and blend into the grass background 
when viewed by a golfer from above. 

7. (Currently Amended) The putterhead of Claim 1 used in conjunction with a golf 
ball marked with a dark fine of a width approximately the width of said heset sight 
or aim lines, along all or a portion of the ball's circumference or equator/which 
line the golfer aims at the target 

8. (Previously Presented) The putterhead of Claim 1 wherein the weight of said 
rearward putterhead extension is reduced via one or more holes or apertures, 
the use of light weight materials, the use of thin section materials or 
combinations thereof. 

9. (Previously Presented) The putterhead of Claim 1 wherein the moment of inertia 
about the putterhead's center of gravity is increased by placing a major or 
majority portion of the putterhead's weight within 3 or more locations within a
